The Big Crunch 


For the fourteenth year in a row, volunteer contestants participated in the Bonnie 
Doon Bridge Building Derby. The contestants, from the Physics 30 classes, 
designed and built model bridges as a test of their ingenuity. All the work was 
done at home, out of school hours. On the day of the “Derby”, Professor Sim- 
monds representing the Civil Engineering Department at the U of A made his 
yearly appearance to help conduct the tests and to analyze the results. The models 
were subjected to an increasing load placed right at the center of their deck. Even- 
tually some part had to break loose. The TV instant replay was then used to deter- 
mine the maximum load that the bridge withstood. This value was then divided by 
the weight of the bridge to obtain the “Quotient” which is a measure of the ef- 
ficiency of the bridge. This year’s winner, Hana Rais, produced a marvellously 
efficient bridge whose quotient was 1513, which means the model held up that 
many times its own weight. A remarkable achievement and one which will be very 
hard to beat in years to come. Along with congratulations, Hana was presented 
with a valuable reference book on Physics and Chemistry.
